"I hope the above will answer your query. My strong 
impression of Mrs. HERBERT is that she is one of those very 
kindly, elderly English women, of whom one finds large numbers 
scattered aroiind the globe, who during wartime knit socks for 
sailors and who now, liavlng spent the winter in the South of 
France, considers she must turn her philanthropical activities 
towards the welfare of Albanians in exile." 
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
